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XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


(Supplied by Commonwealth Meteorologist.) 


No, 42.—Notes on the Rainfall of Western Australia during the months of October, 
November, December and year, 1931. 


October.—The bulk of the month’s rainfall occurred in connection with two storms in the 
early half of the month. Both were productive of substantial falls throughout practically the 
whole of the wheat belt, the only serious weakness affecting parts of the Yilgarn country. 
Although the falls did not suffice, in most districts, to bring totals up to the monthly average, 
they resulted in great benefit to the crops, which had come to a standstill owing to the very 
light character of the rains of late September. The second of the two storms commenced on 
the North-West coast on the 12th, and resulted in an almost unprecedented rainfall in that 
part of the State, good falls extending inland as far as Three Rivers. Amongst previous year's 
1916 alone saw a general rain in the North-West during October, although the following year 
also brought good October gaugings to some of the inland localities. Practically every station 
in the State from Broome southward received some rain from this disturbance, and, in addi- 
tion to the North-West and wheat areas, the South Coolgardie Goldfields received considerable 
benefit. 

November.—The month fell into two definite periods, the earlier half of the month being 
marked by widespread monsoonal rains, while the latter portion was exceptionally dry. The 
most important falls occurred beetween the 2nd and 6th, and included some unusually heavy 
24-hour registrations, prominent amongst which were 339 points at Hamelin Pool and 256 at 
Morawa, with many others of 114 to 2 inches. The Coolgardie Goldfields, Northern Midlands, 
and parts of the North-West benefited chiefly from this storm, which, here and there, was 
accompanied by hail, but no extensive damage occurred, On the 12th another storm occurred, 
affecting chiefly the lower Great Southern districts. Pastures and late crops benefited gener- 
ally, but the rain was too late for the early varieties in most districts. 

Thunderstorms affected the East Kimberleys at intervals during the month, but 
Wyndham, with 398 points, was the only station in that region to record substantial falls. 

The advance in temperatures became pronounced towards the end of the month, 100 deg. 
being reached on several occasions in the West Gascoyne, and at Kellerberrin on the 24th. In 
Perth the highest reading was 94.6 deg. on the 29th, and, although this was not exceptional 
for November, the general level of the day temperatures was high, averaging 79 deg., compared 
with a normal for November of all years of 75.4 deg. 

December.—The month, in many respects, was a remarkable one. During the’ opening 
weeks the weather chart was dominated by high-pressure systems, centred over the Bight, and 
with a pronounced slope towards the North-West corner of the State. This was a typically 
‘theat wave’’ disposition of the lines of pressure, and was reflected in high temperatures, 
both day and night, but little rain. This state of affairs lasted, with a slight break, until the 
middle of the month, when a reversion to Winter-type control gave a week’s cool weather with 
light agricultural showers. Monsoonal conditions were gathering again in the Tropics, resulting 
in seattered thunderstorms, and gradually became State-wide. A complete absence of effective 
high pressures was a feature of this phase, which lasted until the last day of the month, and 
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the result was a prolonged, humid heat, with but one weak change of a single day, and ex- 
tensive thunderstorms, chiefly affecting agricultural districts. The month closed with a much 
more effective cool change, but the accompanying showers did not pass inland in time to figure 
in the month’s registrations. 


The two hot spells, despite the cool intervening week, resulted in mean temperatures greatly 
in excess of normal, especially over Coastal and agricultural areas. At Geraldton the excess 
in mean maximum amounted to 8 deg., at Kellerberrin to 5 deg., at Carnarvon, Bunbury and 
York to 4 deg., while mean minima showed even greater departures. The only exceptionally 
high individual maxima were 117 deg. at Marble Bar on the 30th and 115 deg. at Onslow 
on the 12th, both of which closely approached the record for December. South of the Tropic 
a number of stations reached 108 deg., including Carnarvon and Geraldton on the Coast. Most 
exceptional, for the month of December, however, was the long sequence of hot days, and, 
even more so, of hot nights early in the month. Perth, with 9 days successively over 90 deg., 
and 6 successive nights over 70 deg., far exceeded all previous December records, while tho 
mean maximum of 89.1 deg. was 8.1 deg. above normal, and the mean minimum of 66.6 deg. 
5.9 deg. above normal. 


The outstanding feature of the rainfall was the failure of the seasonal rains to materialise 
in the Kimberleys, where the position was becoming serious. In the North-West, Gascoyne 
and Goldfields, scattered thunderstorms occurred, but only here and there were monthly aver- 
ages equalled. In the South-West and agricultural country the mid-month showers and general 
thunderstorms in the closing week were responsible for fairly general excesses. The best rains 
occurred in the extreme South, where the falls at the middle of the month were heavy. 


Year.—The outstanding feature of the twelve months was the exceptional activity 
of tropical rain-bearing systems over the whole stretch of ocean between our tropical coasts 
and Cocos Island, and frequent off-shoots from this centre largely determined the character- 
istics of the year’s rainfall, especially over the pastoral regions. The most important storms 
showed a marked tendency to traverse the interior of the State, with the result that a remark- 
ably good season was experienced on the Northern and Eastern Goldfields and in the far 
South-East of the State, as well as over the greater part of the North-West and also on the 
coastal regions of the Kimberleys, where very heavy rains persisted as late as May. The inland 
Kimberley areas did not fare so well, the later rains especially failing to penetrate, while dry, 
hot weather largely withered the pastures brought up by earlier falls. The Summer falls 
were weak in the Fortescue, Ashburton and Gascoyne, but the position was greatly relieved 
by good Winter rains. The 1930 agricultural season, it will be remembered, closed satisfac- 
torily, but the ensuing Summer was excessively trying owing to almost complete lack of inter- 
vening rains. The water supply position was most acute, and the ground remained too hard 
for cultivation to an unusually late date. The season, however, received an excellent start from 
the good May rains, but crops suffered a severe set-back owing to the extreme cold and short- 
age of rain during June—in‘fact the cold weather started in May and resulted in the longest 
spell of deficient temperature ever experienced, not only in wheat areas, but through the fruit- 
growing and dairying districts as well. Crops responded readily, however, to the good, soaking 
falls of the next three months. The Spring rains were rather weak in parts, but the deficien- 
cies were largely made good by a monsoonal rain early in November, and the season closed 
with an assurance of a good harvest, although below the previous year’s yield. 


The various regions of the State are dealt with in detail below. 


Fumberley and North-West.—Following upon the good rains of December, 1930, another 
violent storm circled the Kimberley coasts in the latter half of January, bringing some phen- 
omenal falls, but its influence did not extend far inland. Two months then elapsed, broken 
only by local thunderstorms, before the next important rain in the Tropics. This was also of 
a Willy Willy type, and affected chiefly the DeGrey country. Good rains in the third week of 
April.and the first week of May further improved the North-West season. The latter reached 
the Onslow district, which, hitherto, had fared badly. The third week of May sawa phenom- 
enal rainfall—for the time of the year—in the West Kimberleys. A series of useful rains 
visited the North-West in June, and the Fortescue districts received some further rains in July 
and August. September was a dry month, but in October a storm on the 12th resulted in an 
almcst unprecedented rain in the North-West, 1916 being the only previous occasion when such 
a general rain occurred in that portion of the State in October. This was followed up in 
November and December, but the falls were more patchy. In the Kimberleys, excluding good 
rains in mid-November, which extended from the Northern Territory into the Wyndham region, 
the year closed with the seasonal rainfall much below normal. 


Gascoyne and Goldfields —The Coolgardie Goldfields received excellent monsoonal rains in 
January, which followed up the good falls of December, 1930, and the end of March witnessed 
another remarkable monsoonal rainstorm, which affected all inland areas, with notably heavy 
falis on the Northern Goldfields. Good falls also marked late April and early May. In June 
a succession of three Winter rains was also confined to the Goldfields, but the Gascoyne partici- 
pated in July and August, which were both very satisfactory months, and lighter showers in 
September and October helped to swell the totals for the year. Early November brought 


another valuable fall to the Coolgardie Goldfields with patchy rains over the inland parts of 
the Gascoyne and the Murchison Goldfield. The year closed upon one of the best seasons ever 
experienced on the Coolgardie and Northern Goldfields. On the other hand, although through- 
out the greater parts of the Gascoyne, including the Murchison country, the falls were satis- 
factory, some portions, especially on the Southern Murchison, proved exceptions, and a decid- 
edly poor season had heen passed through. 

South-Western and Agricultural Districts—The year’s rainfall opened with two carly 
Winter-type rains in March, which, however, were heavy only in Southern parts, and were not 
followed up. April saw some light rain and heavy thunderstorms here and there, but it was 
not until early May that a general downpour sufficient to thoroughly soak the soil and to re- 
plenish water supplies (which had been well-nigh exhausted) occurred. This was followed up 
well until the middle of the month, when another dry spell intervened until the 8th June. The 
rains of that month were much below normal, while severe frost and unusually low day tem- 
peratures checked all growth, and this was reflected in the condition of stock which had passed 
through a particularly trying period from mid-May. Succeeding months showed great im- 
provement, both in the matter of temperatures and rainfall, and crops and pastures quickly 
responded. In July there was some lack of penetrative power in the rain-storms, which were 
not heavy enough in the outlying areas, but this was remedied in August and September. 
Severe gales were experienced during this period and early in the latter month the Avon, Swaa 
and Preston rivers flooded, and water supplies throughout the wheat belt were filled. October 
saw a slackening off of the Winter-type rainfall, and by the end of the month the later sown 
crops were in need of a good downpour, which was, to a large extent, supplied by monsoonal 
rains on the 2nd, 3rd and 12th of November. Over such a large area as the wheat belt, some 
districts were bound to be missed, and this was reflected in a decreased wheat yield from outer 
North-East, Eastern and South-Eastern districts. Apart from light showers in mid-December, 
good, dry harvesting weather lasted up to the Christmas holidays, when monsoonal conditions 
with heat and widespread thunderstorms developed. Here and there the falls were heavy, and 
in the South Dulyalbin and Mt. Hampton districts hail destroyed 6,000 acres of erop, but in 
general these rains afforded no run-off, and the year closed with the water supply outlook 
again becoming acute.
